"A 
seriously 
destructive 
insect 
k nown as the San Jose scale, intro­ 
duced a num ber of years ago in Cali- \ scale, the cottony cushion scale, 
forma, possibly from Japan, has been white fiy, the cotton boll weevil, 
and is scattered over our country in 
interstate commerce. 


“This scale is the w orst insect en­ 
emy to orchard trees which this coun­ 
try has ever k nown. 
Since its acci­ 
dental introduction into the eastern 
states, it has spread or been carried 
into alm ost every state in which the 
orchard industry is a feature. 
It has 
done its greatest dam age in the states 
of M aryland, Virginia, 
New 
Jersey, 
Ohio, Georgia, Indiana and Illinois. It 
also occurs in Canada and has been 
the cause of an absolute prohibition 
against the introduction of American 
trees and plants on the part of Can­ 
ada, Germany, A ustria-H ungary, Sw it­ 
zerland, France, Turk ey and Cape Col­ 
ony, and of fruits as well on the part 
of Germany. 


“A single extensive nursery located 
in the M iddle W est was forced into 
bank ruptcy on account of having be­ 
come infested by this pest, which not 
only necessitated the destruction 
of 
many thousands of trees, 
but 
prac­ 
tically pu t a stop to fu rther sales of 
non-infested stock . 
A loss of $100,- 
000 was thus entailed. 


“From w hat has ju st been said the 
necessity for a uniform national law 
becomes apparent. 
The different re­ 
quirem ent of state laws, and the en­ 
tire lack of any law in certain states, 
has produced a condition intolerable 
to the nurserym en and of great dan­ 
ger to the orchardist. 


“For example, a m an shipping trees 
into M aryland requires one form of 
certificate; shipping into Virginia he 
requires another form under present 
regulations; while into other states, as 
Ohio, no form of certificate 
is 
re­ 
quired, thus mak ing it the dumping 
ground for infested stock from all dis­ 
tricts. 
“M oreover, in New York the 
law 
prohibits sending infested ^tock 
out- 


The loss from insect pests has in­ 
creased rapidly since this report was 
made, nearly ten years ago. Secretary 
W ilson now estim ates that it is the 
enorm ous sum of $750,000,000 annual­ 
ly and m ost of this is 
w rought 
by 
pests introduced into 
this 
country 
from abroad. 
If a quarantine law had 
been in force in this country for the 
last thirty years, it might have saved 
the country a sum large enough 
to 
pay the national debt several tim es 
over. 
Such a law would have made 
possible the exclusion of the San Jose 
the 
the 
wheat"weevil, the gypsy moth and oth­ 
er pests. 


The expense of fighting these pests 
is a trem endous burden on the farm ­ 
ing and fruit interests of the country. 
California’s annual bill for cyanide for 
fum igating against the black and red 
scale is said to be $625,000. 
The la­ 
bor for the work of fum igating would 
cost about the same. That m eans over 
a million dollars a year; 
and 
the 
spraying bill would foot up to about 
the sam e am ount. 
The orange grow ers at the present 
time are in constant 
danger 
from 
these pests—the orange worm from 
Mexico, a citrus variety of the San 
Jose scale from Japan, and the Medit- 
tarean fruit fly. 
Under a 
national 
quarantine law it would be possible 
to effectually exclude all these. 


No state quarantine can be effec­ 
tive against foreign im portations in 
view of the fact that there are so 
m any points on the coast and along 
the Mexican border, where the infest­ 
ed stock or fruit m ight be received. 
U nder a national law the plan would 
be for the Secretary of A griculture 
to designate certain ports of entry for 
nursery stock from foreign countries 
and quarantine officers would be on 
guard there. 
Im portation a t 
other 
points w’ould be forbidden. 


The regulation of interstate 
ship­ 
m ents is another m atter effectively 
covered by the proposed bill. At pres­ 
ent one state may quarantine against 
another, but it is easy to get around 
that quarantine. 
California, for in­ 
stance, quarantines against Florida; 
but the Florida nurserym an m ay shir 
some stock to Arizona and have 
it 
shipped from there to California as 
Arizona stock . 
On that supposition,

H ereafter star-cham ber sessions will 
he the rule on the exchange, and no 
reporters will be allowed at m eetings 
to get the quotations. 
One o f the 
reasons given for this radical action 
is tha t the publicity given the m anip­ 
ulations of prices for goods is not 
desirable. 
T his alleged boosting or 
lowering of the m arket at th e 
dic­ 
ta tes of some la rge dealers is under­ 
stood to be detrim ental to the pro­ 
ducers. 
This system of secrecy was begun 
over a year ago, when the m em bers 
of the exchange decided tha t it is 
not best for th e public to know how 
many eggs or how much butter 
is 
shipped into the Los Angeles 
m ar­ 
kets. 
This ignorance 
of 
producers 
o r the public enables the middleman 
to keep 
up 
jobbing 
prices, 
even 
though the cold-storage houses 
are 
bursting with goods awaiting a m ar­ 
ket, and perm its cornering a com ­ 
modity with com parative ease. 
The storage 
companies

suit later by withholding the reports 
of goods on hand.
